By the sloop Ocean Queen which arrived 
in port after the sloop Tborton Irotn the 
North Coii9t, news is brought of another 
murder and outrage. Captain Jack Knighi 
and bis partner, purchased a email sloop at 
Nanaimo, (name not remembered] and od 
eoine north, both men aro supposed to have 
beon murdered and their boat sunk near the 
eecue of tho attuck upon the Thornton; it is 
aapposed by the same Indians. Captain 
Stevens of the Nanaimo Packot has also 
been robbed of about §600 ; it iB not known 
how his life was spared. From what wo 
can learn, it appears ho required another 
anchor, and went lo the wreck of the Growler 
to get one. The Indiana told him be could 
do so by going to a siwosh ontnp a short dis- 
tance away. When be arrived at the place 
indicated ho waB immediately surrounded by 
a number of poor Indians !!1 a pistol hold 
against his breast, and his boat sacked. A 
biootehmaa on ""Bba'tJ* anatchea' the pistol 
from the Indian, and threw it overboard, 
in return for which the captain had to give 
another pistol and a musket. How he es- 
caped with hia life remains a myatory.

ThB Prince replied as follows : 

My LorO Mayor, Aldermen and Burgosses 
of the Oily of Dublin — It is with the greateBt 
satisfaction that I have received your address 
ol welcome to your ancient and loyal city. 
The reception which the Princess and myself 
have this day experienced calls forth our 
liveliest feelings and most- heartfelt acknowl- 
elements.

On Thursday their Royal HiglmesRCS, with 
tho Marquis of Aberoorn, wont to Powers- 
court, iu Wicltlow, io visit Lord Poweraoourt 
and to view tho picturesque scenery of hi* 
estalo- Thuy were mot and oheorod by the 
people at Uray and elsowhore along the road. 
Oq Friday they weot to tho Horticultural 
Show, the National Gallery, tho College of 
Physicians, tho Muter Miserioordiiu Hos- 
pital, and the Adelaide Hospital. The 
Princess presented tho Queen's book to both 
hospitals lor tho use of tho patients. The 
weather was beautiful, the streets were 
crowded, and the greetings were hearty.
